1. PURSUANT REF TELCON, USDEL SOUGHT OUT FRENCH COMITE 2 
DEL (ROUGE) TO ASCERTAIN WHETHER FRENCH UN MISSION HAD 
RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS TO REQUEST MEXICANS TO DELAY CON- 
VOCATION OF CERDS CONTACT MEETING NOW SCHEDULED FOR 

3 PM TUESDAY, 19 NOVEMBER. 

2. ROUGE, WHEN FINALLY REACHED LATE IN DAY, 15 NOV, 

SAID FRENCH MISSION HAD RECEIVED SUCH INSTRUCTIONS BY TELE- 
PHONE FROM CHOLLET OF QUAI'S OFFICE OF UN AFFAIRS, AND THAT 
INSTRUCTIONS DIRECTED HIM (ROUGE) TO CONTACT MEXICANS AND 
MAKE POINT THAT POSTPONEMENT WAS NECESSARY IN ORDER TO 
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PERMIT WESTERN COUNTRIES TO PREPARE FOR NEGOTIATION ON 
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TEXT. AS OF 7 PM, ROUGE HAD NOT BEEN ABLE TO CONTACT 
APPROPRIATE MEXICAN DELS, CASTANEDA OR GONZALEZ-GALVEZ. 

3. ROUGE REPORTED THAT IN HIS VIEW THERE WAS NO 
CHANCE MEXICANS WOULD AGREE TO FURTHER POSTPONEMENT, 

BUT THAT HE WOULD NONETHELESS CONTINUE TO SEARCH FOR 
CASTANEDA OR GONZALEZ-GALVEZ. IN EXPLAINING HIS NEGATIVE 
CONCLUSION ROUGE RELATED HE HAD SPOKEN TO CASTANEDA 
EARLIER IN DAY, BEFORE CHOLLET INSTRUCTIONS WERE CONVEYED 
TO HIM, AND THAT CASTANEDA HAD OUTLINED PROCEDURE ENVISAGED 
FOR COMITE 2 CONSIDERATION OF CHARTER. CASTANEDA STATED 

HE HAD SPOKEN TO COMITE 2 CHAIRMAN AND THAT HE, CASTANEDA, 

WAS SCHEDULED TO INTRODUCE CHARTER MONDAY, 25 NOVEMBER. 
COMITE 2 CHAIRMAN ENVISAGED 2 DAYS OF DEBATE AFTER 
WHICH, IF NO OBJECTION, DEBATE WOULD BE CLOSED AND CHARTER 
WOULD BE PUT ASIED BY COMITE 2 FOR ABOUT 2 WEEKS TO PERMIT 
ANY NECESSARY CONSULTATIONS. THEREAFTER COMITE 2 WOULD 
CONSIDER APPROPRIATE DISPOSITION OF CHARTER. 

4. IN ORDER TO MEET THIS TIMETABLE, CASTANEDA SAID 
GROUP OF 77 (G-77) MUST GIVE THE SECRETARIAT A FINAL TEXT 
FOR TRANSLATION BY THURSDAY, 21 NOVEMBER. THUS THE TIME 
BETWEEN THE 3 PM TUESDAY MEETING AND A G-77 MEETING 
SCHEDULED FOR WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON OR THURSDAY MORNING 
WOULD BE UTILIZED BY G-77 TO REVIEW ANY SPECIFIC WEO 
PROPOSALS, AND ACCEPT OR REJECT THEM. 

5. ADDITIONALLY, CASTANEDA SAID G-77 HAS ALREADY CONSULTED 
WITH EES AND CHINA. ACCORDING TO CASTANEDA, EES AND CHINA 
SUGGESTED AMENDMENTS WHICH HAVE ALREADY BEEN REJECTED BY G-77. 

6. CASTANEDA NOTED THAT G-77 DO NOT INTEND TUESDAY 
MEETING FOR WIDE RANGING DISCUSSION BETWEEN G-77 

AND WEOS. RATHER IF WEOS HAVE SPECIFIC AMENDMENTS THEY 
WISH TO TABLE ON G-77 DRAFT, THEY SHOULD, AND G-77 
WILL CONSIDER THEM AT ITS LATER MEETING. 

COMMENT: USDEL DOUBTS THAT G-77 PLAN TO ENGAGE IN 
GENUINE NEGOTIATION ON THE CHARTER, ALTHOUGH TWO 
WEEK HIATUS MAY SUGGEST SOME WILLINGNESS TO NEGOTIATE 
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ONCE IT CLEARLY ESTABLISHED CHARTER WILL BE CONCLUDED 
THIS YEAR.
